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EXCURSION  RATES 

During  the  summer  months  railroads  are  offer- 
ing special  rates  from  the  greater  part  of  the 
United  States,  available  to  those  coming  to  New 
York.  Effective  on  the  first  Saturday  in  June, 
and  continuing  through  the  months  of  June,  July 
and  August,  round  trip  tickets  will  be  sold  to 
New  York  at  the  rate  of  one  and  one-half  fare, 
with  a  thirty-day  return  limit.  Visitors  must 
leave  the  point  of  origin  on  Saturday  only. 

This  rate  applies  to  all  stations  west  of  the 
Mississippi  River  and  in  the  States  of  Illinois, 
Maryland,  Michigan,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  West 
Virginia,  Alabama,  Florida,  Georgia,  Mississippi  . 
North  Carolina,  South  Carolina  and  Tennessee; 
to  all  stations  in  Kentucky  except  Louisville;  all 
points  in  Louisiana  east  of  the  Mississippi  River; 
to  certain  points  in  New  York  State  and  to 
Windsor,  Ontario. 

Also  during  this  summer  visitors  to  New  York 
from  the  States  of  Alabama,  Florida,  Georgia, 
Kentucky,  Louisiana,  Mississippi,  Tennessee, 
Texas,  Oklahoma,  Kansas,  Missouri,  Illinois. 
Arkansas,  New  Mexico,  Arizona  and  California, 
and  from  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  may  avait 
themselves  of  round  trip  fares  at  substantial 
reductions,  enabling  them  to  travel  in  one  or 
both  directions  by  steamship  lines  sailing  from 
Savannah,  Jacksonville,  New  Orleans,  Galveston, 
Miami  or  Charleston  to  New  York. 

Tickets  for  these  reduced  fares  will  be  on  sale 
every  day  up  to  September  30,  and  where  routed 
both  ways  via  steamer  lines  will  bear  limit  of 
October  31.  If  steamer  lines  are  used  in  one 
direction  only  and  all  rail  in  the  other  direction, 
tickets  will  bear  a  final  return  limit  of  sixty  days. 
Both  the  railroad  and  steamship  tickets  described 
carry  liberal  stopover  privileges.
